What might have proved a fatality

DERRICK NOW COMPLETED AND 
MACHINERY BEING PLACED 
FOR 3 CREWS 


The new _ ninety-toot California 
style derrick which Roy Berray has 
erected at the site of the No. 2 well 
for the Wainwell Oils Limited (which 
site is only a few hundred feet west 
of their refinery premises) is now 
fully completed as far as the actual 
structure goes, and the machinery is 
being placed for the beginning of the 
second trip down to the oil-bearing 
sands, which were proved with the 
flowing well in that company’s No. 1 
hole. 

During the past week a full carload 
of some of the finest of tools in the 
field has arrived for this work, and 
the crews are all busy at putting this 
stuff into place. 

The necessary power lines—gas, 
water and steam—are being run over 
from the refinery boilers, and within 
only a few days now spudding in will 
be the order. 

The first stage will be sunk with 
the big fifteen and a-half-inch bit, 
which is being put down for the first 
several hundred feet in the hole.

SUMMERFALLOW 


The primary objects of summerfal- 
low are to conserve moisture, kill 
weeds, make plant food available, 
and to lighten the spring work by pre 
paring iand for the following year. 

The conservation of moisture, kill- 
ing of weeds, and making plant food 
available are all promoted by the 
Same tieatment within certain limits 
This limit is excessive cultivation 
which is necessary tc eradicate cer- 
tain perennial weeds but which rend 
ers the soil more liable to blow and, 
to some extent, sacrifices plant food. 

The method of summerfallowing 
which has proven most successful at 
the Rosthern Station, where annual 
weeds are present, is shallow cultiva- 
tion in the fall or early spring, either 
by plowing, cultivating, or discing, 
plowing in June or before the weeds 
have made much growth, and cultiva- 
to keep down weed growth for the re 
mainder of the season If weed growth 
can be kept down until late June or 
early July by shallow cultivation, it 
will lessen the need for cultivation 
after plowing, which often works the 
soil so fine that it blows readily. On

OF POISONING 


“As with many other emergeuacies 
ir life the treatment of a case of poi 
soning is largely a matter of com- 
mon sense, of keping one’s head ‘and 
of seeing that others do so to 

To send for a doctor is of course 
one of the first and most important 
steps to be taken in a case of poison 
ing But a Doctor may not be found at 
once, and meanwhile life may go It 
need not do so in many cases if the 
person in charge knows what to do. 
It is not expepted that all should 
know what to do but all should know 
the general principies involved 

If it is a case of attempted suicide 
no bottle have empty or full should 
be thrown away The same applies to 
vomited matter and anything else he 
might want to see when he arrives 
Do not leave the patient alone 

There are two general rules to fol 
low:—Get rid of the poison, adminis 
ter the antidote If the poison has been 
taken by mouth as it usually is empty 
the stomach Induce vomiting by tick 
ling the throat or by giving an emetic 
of one tablespoon of mustard to one 
half pint of warm water, or two 
tablespoonsfuls of salt to the same 
quantity When the stomach is empty 
give the antidote Although most anti 
dotes are peculiar to certain poisons 
here are some so called general ani 
aotes One of these that can be had at 
a moment's notice is albumin in the 
form of the white of an egg Give two 
or three whites in a glass of warm 
milk Another general antidote is soap 
which may be disolved in four times 
its bulk of hot water, the patient be 
ing made to swallow the thick suds 
in large quantities. : 

Always remember that the patient 
may be on the verge of collapse and 
that treatment must not be so heroic 
as to exhaust him unnecessarily. He 
should be warmly covered, allowed to 
drink plenty of barley water and if
